I know they do, for 
I am a surgeon, and see much of its effects 
among my poorer patients; and for that reae 
son I have to consider how we ought to treat 
cold, Treat it, you will say—shut the door, 
poke up the fire, put your soul in slippers, 
and your body in an easy-chair.

saved. ‘The Germans lost, in proportion, a 
much larger number of men then the Freach, 
Though many of the latter were reduced al- 
most to nudity by the Cossacks having stolen 
their clothes, they did not die from the effects 
of coldin the same numbers as the North- 
erners, Whom one would have expected to 
brave out that dreadful campaign with great- 
er impunity, ‘There is a singular mystery 
about the effects of cold—mysterious as those 
countries round which it consolidates its im- 
penetrable barrier. When your great nat- 
ural philosopher calculates with extraordi- 
nary nicety the laws of heat, we cannot fol- 
low his calculations; how much more diffi- 
cult, then, must it be for us surgeons to de-

The children of a spectacle- 
maker in Middleburg were allowed at times 
-—probubly on wet days—to play in their 
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| father's workshop. On one of these occa- 
sions, they were amusing themselves with 
some spectacle-glasses, when one o, them 
| placed ¢wo together, one before the other, and 
looked through them, at the weathercock ona 
neighboring steeple. ‘T’o the child's astonish- 
| ment, the vane appeared larger and nearer to 
lit than when seen through one glass only. 
}The father was called to see the sight, and 
lstruck with the singular fact, resolved to 
turn it to advantage, His first plan was to 
| fix two glasses on a board, by means of brass 
|rings, which might be brought nearer to each 
other or further off at pleasure, He was 
| thus enabled to see distant objects better and 
more distinctly than before. The next im- 
provement was to place the glasses in a tube, 
which may be termed the first telescope. 
‘Galileo soon heard of it, and applied it to 
|} astronomical purposes. ‘The mention of this 
great man recalls to mind his accidental dis- 
covery of the pendulum. A correct time- 
measure had long been a desideratum in the 
| world, Water-clocks had been tried, and 
found wanting; Alfred's candles would not 
ido forthe world at large. Another lucky 
accident must supply the want; and it came 
jas follows: ‘The future great astronomer, 
| though then only a young man, was in the 
cathedral of Pisa, One of the vergers had 
| been supplying a lamp with oil, which hung 
from the roof, and left it swinging to and fro ; 
| this caught Galileo’s attention; and carefully 
lnoting it, he observed that it vibrated in 
equal times, and first conceived the idea of 
applying it to the measurement of time. It 
cost him fifty years to complete his pendulum, 
After the telescope and pendulum, we can 
hardly pass over Sir Isaac Newton's discovery 
of the law of gravity, though it, istoo well 
known to require more than naming, An 
apple accidentally falling to the ground before 
|his face revealed to him the mighty, all- 
pervading secret of nature! What vast 
results have sprung from these seeming trifles ! 
Distant worlds have not oniy been distovered, 
but weighed and measured; the pathless 
ocean can be travelled over with the same 
certainty as if guide-posts were erected every 
three or four miles ; and time can be measured 
to the greatest nicety ! 

Should these few facts stimulate but one 
individual to pay more attention to our great 
teacher, Nature—to look out for her hints, 
|and try to turn them to good account, it is 
impossible to say how much richer the world 
may be through that one man in a half a 
century.

Gren. Stone's ALLEGED Treason. — A} 
Washington correspondent of the New York 
Tribune states that the discovery of General 
Stone's tregsonable communication with the 
enemy happened in this wise: 

A soldier in one cf the New York regi- 
ments, who had procured his discharge, and 
came to the Capital for the purpose of getting 
his pay, mentioned to a gentleman in one of | 
the public offices that there were suspicious 
circumstances connected with Gen. Stone's 
movements,and related the following incident: 

While he (the sqldigr) was qn picket duty 
near Edward's Ferry, some time subsequent 
to the Ball’s Bluff affair, Gen. Stone rode 
down near the ferry, accompanied only by a 
servant. After some little time he went to an 
unoccupied house near, and bringing oyta 
spyglass looked across the river. He then 
remounted and rode away, but shortly re- 
turned to the same house, and again brought 
the glass into requisition, and seeming to 
discover the object of his search, waved his 
hat as though communicating a signal. 
Directly abayt 4 dozen harsemen cume aut of 
the woods on the opposite side ot the riyer. 
Gen. Stone, going to our pickets, remarked 
that these men must want something, and 
suggested that some of them should cross ad 
see what it might be. 

Five men volunteered to go on this service, 
and on reaching the Virginia shore, the rebels 
proposed that they should remain as hostages 
while an equal number of their party crossed | 
fox the purpose of having an interview with 
Gen. Stone, while th prepesal was accepted, 
and the rebels ‘accordingly crossed and met 
Gen. Stone, They withdrew from the river 
bank near the house above mentioned, and| 
remained in conferance for some time. A 
soldier at the Ferry observed a sealed packet 
passing petween the rehelg and Gen, Stone. 
Qne of the rebels remarked to one of the men | 
who remained as hostages, that they ‘ had) 
come down by appointment.’’

Almost at 
the commencembnt of this year we were 
obliged to spend quite a sum for the breaking 
out of roads, which had been badly blocked 
up by snow, and when the spring opened the 
roads were found in worse condition than 
wrsexpected, The rondsare all now believed 
to be in better condition than ever before ; 
and yet, if we deduct the amount expended 
in breaking out in the spring, and as near as 
we can estimate, two hundred dollars ex- 
nénded on bidewalks, we haye gniy spent 
about nineteen hundred dollars on repairs of 
highways and bridges, Jt ig the unanimous 
opinion of the board that the method adopted 
by the town for the last two years of expend- 
ing the money appropriated for highways, is 
much the best ever adopted; that the condi- 
tion of the roads has very much improyed, 
and at much'less expente. We fully believe 
that our roads will now compare favorably 
with any town in the county, and that unless 
damage by freshet or otherwise more than is 
expected, the eum of fifteen hundred dollars 
will be quite sufficient, 

We have recommended an appropriation 
of two thousand dollars for the support of 
poor. The expense at the almshouse we can- 
not expect to be much less than last year, as 
the bonrd feel that all the economy consis- 
tant with humanity has been practised by the 
worthy Masterand Matron who have had 
the care of that department; and although 
the inmates have been well cared for, yet the 
expense will compare favorably with any 
other institution of the kind in’ our county. 


\If wetake into account the cost of transient 


boarders, the amount paid fora furnace, and 
the receipts from the almshouse and farm, it 
will be found not to have cost more than 
about one dollar per week, withovt interest 
on the cost of the firm. ~ And any citizen 
who has been on the farm, or viaited the barn 


jafter the crops have been harvested, will be 


satisfied that the productiveness of the farm 
has incfeased more than the Value of interest 
on its cost. Hyery thing about the alms- 
house is as well as could be expected, and in 


| fact quite comfortable, with the exception of 


the room where the insane are kept. ‘This 
room, which is situated in the basement im- 
mediately under the dining and living ream 
of the inmates, and connected with the same 
by a flight of stairs, is not what it should be, 
and Has but to be seen to be condemned as 
totally unfit for the purpose, either for the 
comfort of the subjects confined in it, or the 
occu ants of the house, ‘The Selectmen do 
most unanimously recommend that the new 
board be instructed and empowered so make 
more proper provision for this part of the in- 
mates, ‘The amount needed far oitside relief, 
although not so large for the last year as/at 
the commencement of the year it was feared it 
might be, has still been considerably larger 
than it is contidently hoped it will’ be the 
coming year, as appearances are favora- 
ble towards the demand for labor. 


For the fire department, we have also 
recommended a reduction of the appropria- 
tion in the sum of two hundred dollars.

Advance of the Army. 

We are permitted to use the following pri- 
vate letter, received from a gentleman of this 
town, who witnessed the advance of the 
grand army of the Pnion, It will be found 
interesting. ary 

Wasntnoton, March 11th, 1862. 

I left home, ag you aro aware, last week, 
hoping to see the commencement of the ad- 
vance of the army of the Potomac, and I have 
nog been disappointed, I will try and giye 
you my impressions of the scene. In the 
first place you must remember that all those | 
hills I gaw last summer covered with wood, 
are ag bare of timber almost as a turnip bed, 
giving a free view for miles around, ‘I'o pass 
over all preyious mattera, I will commence, 
Sunday night, for all that was publicly 
known, the army was as stationary as ever, 
I was passing the night with Lieut, Crane, 
The right wing of the 22d was to go on pic- 
ket the next day. The Adjutant brought the 
details for the dispasition of the men and of- 
ficers, and I had accepted an invitation to go | 
out with them and had turned in, when an 
Orderly came in and said the orders for pic- 
ket duty were countermanded, and that three 
days ration were to be cooked and the regi- 
ment march at daylight.

Important Supreme Court Decision. 

The tollowing decisions af the Supreme 
Court of this State, interest all business men ; 
for this reason we give thei in our columns :— 

Supreme Jenictat Court—Svurroik Coun- 
ty—Marcn Term, 1859.—George A. Fiske v. 
John S. Eldridge.— This was an action of 
contract brought upon a promissory note, as 
follows :—** $522 25-100. Boston, July 1st, 
One year after date I promise to pay 
to the order of myself five hundred and 
twenty-two 25-100, value received. John 8. 
Eldridge, ‘Trustee of Sullivan Railroad.” 
Endorsed ** John S. Eldridge, Trustee.” The 
plaintiff, who was not the original indorsee, 
sought to hold the defendant personally liable 
on said note. The defendant denied such 
liability. T’. Ks Lethrop for plaintiff; I. W. 
Richardson for defendant. 

Dewey, J.—The weight of authority is 
favorable to the plaintiff and seems to sustain 
the position that the defendant is personally 
liable upon this note. The form of the note 
is a direct ‘'I promise to pay,’’ &c., and the 
only qualification of such liability is the 
annexation to the signature of his name of 
the words ‘Trustee of Sullivan Rail 
Road.” Jt was held in Forster vy. Fuller, 
6 Mass, 58, and Thacher v. Dinsmore, 6 Mass. 
299, that annexing the name of * guardian of 
A. B.” tothe note did not qualify or limit 
the personal responsibility of the signer. In 
Packatd v. Nye, 2 Met. 47, a note in the 
form—‘' We the subscribers trustees for the 
proprietors of the Congregational Meeting- 
&c., signed by the

In Simons y. Heard, 28 Pick. 120, 
held that if an agent engages expressly in his 
own name to pay a sum of money; he is 
personally responsible on such engagement, 
although he describes himself as agent, and 
is duly authorized by the principal to enter 
into such engagement, and although he might 
have avoided suth personal liability by acting 
in the name of the principal, In Taft v. 
Brewster, 9 Johns., 334, the defendants signed 
a bond by the name of “J.B, T.L., G. 
C., the Laptist Society of the 
town of Richfield.’ The bond had also their

pay,” &c., clearly indicates the true character 
of the transaction to be that of a debt of the 
Baptist Society. But the court held that it 
must be considered as given by the defend- 
ants in their individual capacities, Perhaps 
this case should be considered as less in point, 
however, as it was the case of a sealed in- 
strument.

Whatever else our American public men 
amay Lave to complain about, there is at least 
one thing in regard to which the most cap- 
tious ought not in reason to find fault. We 
allude tu the ease with which a reputation is 
made. ‘To be aure the great principle of rota- 
tion is applied, and we have a new hero every 
little whilepybut that fact does not militate 
against our assertion. It rather tends to con- 
firm the xtatement. The pleasures of fame 
are enjoyed by all the more people, if no one 
aman is allowed to monopolize the joint stock 
of glory fur too long a time. Within ten 
years what hosts of eminent men have filed 
up the shining steep, and after a little space 
have evacuated their eminence and decamped 
into obscurity with silent celerity. Their 
name is legion. First Kossuth came and 
went, and after him how many came and 
went sooner than the Hungarian, ané who 
perhaps had never 80 good a right to be here 
as that profound Statesman, that illustrious 
Patriot, that able Geneva}, that eloquent Ora- 
tor, and, if we may say 80, in these haleyon 
days of army contractors, that singulariy able 
financier. But days of peace are not 80 well 
adapted to the growth of greatness as are the 
cloudy times of war. Heroism—most of its 
yaricties—is a blood-red flower and bursts 
into blossom under an incarnate dew. So al} 
our illustrious names of the last decade have 
grown dim, and fuded quite away in the lurid 
light of battle. To ‘go where glory waits 
thee," thou must be in regimentals and go at 
the rate of ninety stepy ina minute. It is 
the generals of our armies whom “the news- 
papers, the dispensers of reputation, delight 
to honor. Itis they who hold a lease of that 
desirable tenement, the House of Fame, 
which is always to be let, easy of access, 
gardens stocked with laurels, the whole house 
well supplied with gas. 

Have we one general who is not #Napo- 
Jeon in the field, or at any rate in his proclu- 
mations? ‘Ihe true Napoleonie ring is easily 
discoverable in every one above the rank of 
Brigadier Geneva), ‘The N. ¥. Times finds it 
in the orders ond addresses of McClellan, 
who is but as sounding brass and a tinkling 
cymbal in the ears of the Tribune, while the 
feast utterance of Edwin M. Stanton conveys 
to the editor-in-chief’s quickened ear the 
sonorous notes of the Corsican trump. Much 
of this sort of talk, diegubsing to persons of 
sense, is of course to be attributed to the 
warmth of partizan feeling which has led to 
al) the alternate puffing and detraction—pull- 
ing down of one, and putting up of another, 
While this doubtless causes a part, a purt is 
due to the false taste of those who furnish to 
the people their daily newspaporial bread, 
Buperlative adjectives are exhausted, and 
every one is praised so much that an expres- 
gion of reasonable respect becomrs calumny, 
and a min must be * honored overmuch”’ or 
he is not honored at all. So far as events 
furnish us the means of judging, we have no 
Nupoleon in the field, either on the one side 
or the other.

We learn from the divine word that in the 
future state of those whom Christ has re- 
deemed from sin, one of their chief occupa- 
tions will be in singing His praiseyin which 
every one will join with all thet were. 
'Yhe © fear of man ” will then be removed. 

When our large congregations join in the 
hymn of praise, sometimes every one appears 
to be afraid that their surrounding fellow- 
worshippers will them, if we are to 
judge by the manner in which they sing.— 
Some are so very much frightened that they 
dare not even move their lips, lest others will 
think they participate, thereby making the 
act of singing a sort of ventriloquism ! 

When we, as a congregation, sing, let us 
do so earnestly with our whole hearts and 
voices, 80 that the separate voides of the choir 
(if there be one) shall not be heard above 
ours, 

No effect can b> more grand, than that 
produced by each individual of a large wor- 


hear 


sLipping assembly singing with the spir.t and 
understanding, making melody in the heart 
unto the Lord,—the voices carried along by 
the rich harmony of the organ, with its deep 
thunder-toned bass rolling underneath, and 
supporting the vast volume of sound! 

Tho-e who sing in the service of the Lord 
as a choir, should do so voluntarily, and 
not from a desire fur pecuniary profit. Nearly 
every congregation, especially large ones, can 
furnish singers enough for a choir, and tho-e 
who possess good voices ought to be willing 
to assist in the worship of God. 

No choir should be fettered by any organ- 
ization among themselves, and so forming a 
constitution and by-laws, (however grand the 
name may sound to them), by that creating a 
party among some of the members who will | 
most always strive to control the musical | 
affairs of the church, 

Nothing can be more devotional in its 
simplicity than a chant; 4s it admits of no 
display. It requires considerable practice for 
a chair to chant well, for every word must be

joyous, We would not inculcate the use of 
music that is weak and puerile, for no music 
should be used which is not strictly in ac- 
cordance with the science of harmony ; 
neither by any means condemn we the music 
arranged from the best musical composers,nor 
any music that is good, We only oppose the 
use of that music which has more display 
than devotion. 


We do not wish for any great musical ex- 
hibition when we meet together on the Sab- 
bath to pay our vows in humility unto the 
Lord, neither are we particular about hearing 
this or tha. solo voice, but we do wish to, 
hear all the voices in harmony together, 

Every word of a hymn tune should be as

Letters from the Union Guard, 
Fatmmrax, Va., March 12, 

Orders came Sunday, about ten o'clock, to 
march Monday at daybreak. It began to rain 
in the morning, hut we got off about nine.

neat, orderly, quiet and well conducted as is 
our own Mass, General Hospital. There is 
an efficient corps of matruns and female 
nurses, and there are, also, male nurses, the 
fellow soldiers and comrades of the sick and 
wounded braves. ‘The kindness, nay the 
tenderness of these men nurses has, in many 
cases, delighted me, and taught me quite a 
new lesson in regard to a soldie’rs life and its 
influence,” 

I will also add, that the gallant Captain. 
writes that his ‘* health is excellent’ and his 
‘position very pleasant, though laborious.”’ 
James Abrahams of this town who is attached 
to the 21st Regiment in the Burnside Expe- 
dition and who was in the battle at Roanoke 
Island, returned home last week having been 
granted a furlough to recruit his health which 
has suffered from a long spell of fever which
